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As the Messenger goes to press word comes 
that the Carey well, west of town, is producing a 
high grade of oil, and samples of oil and sand 
have been exhibited in town. The latest report is 
that the oil is standing twenty-five hundred feet 
in the hole. Considerable excitement has been 
created by these reports, and a number of deals in 
leases have been recorded. Parties from Okla 
boma and other Texas oil fields are arriving in 
Decatur, and all sorts of rumors are in circulation, 
about the capacity of the Carey. 
Last night a number of the oil fraternity visit­ 
ed the Carey site and at a distance watched the 
work progress. Fort Worth, Dallas, Tulsa and 
Ardmore, Oklahoma, operators are at the well to­ 
night as the Messenger goes to press. 
From all reports the well is expected to be in 
within twenty-four hours, and various estimates 
are being made of its flow, ranging from five 
hundred into the thousands of barrels per day.

A survey of th*, war depai 
shows that fifteen states are 
a bonus to their veterans of the 
war or have arranged to do so 
eight states are awaiting a ref 
durn on legislation already 
and that twenty-six have mad 
provision for a bonus. 
Of these paying a bonus Ohio i 
tracting most attention, not only 
cause of the magnitude of the s 
involved, but because the demands 
for cash payments so far exceeded 
anticipation that a special session of 
the legislature was made necessary 
to provide for $7,500,000 in addition 
to the original authorization of $?5,- 
000,000 which is said to be exhaust­ 
ed; 
and because here the evasion 
of a new bond issue is seen signifi­ 
cant.

Only twelve of the fifteen states 
which have authorized Ijonus pay­ 
ments have been ’• *de settlements 
The other three aflPWwfaiting funds 
According to departmental figures at 
W ashington appropriations known to 
have been passed to date by twentv- 
three states total $331,739,000 cov­ 
ered mainly by bond issues. 
The forms of bonus in the differ­ 
ent states range all the way from giv­ 
ing aid to sick and wounded veterans 
and offering education aid to cash 
bonuses. 
Those, in turn, range from 
fifty cents to one dollar a day of. 
service, with maximum payments of 
from $100 to $300 each. 
Official records show that 5,016. 
832 men and women in the United 
States took part in the war. 
Of 
theso 4,330,467 w*re in the army; 
586.302 in the navy and 80,063 in 
the marine corps. 
The total number 
of deaths from all causes in the war 
throughout the three services is plac­ 
ed at 129,979. Approximately $240,- 
000,000 annually is being paid to 
veterans and their dependents of the 
civil war, while Spanish war veterans 
and their dependents are receiving 
annually from the bureau of pensions 
$6,000,000. 
In the case of the lat­ 
ter only those who have reached tho 
age of sixty-two or jrho are disabled 
receive compensation, while all the 
civil war veterans are receiving pen­ 
sions.

In July many of the hens are be­ 
ginning to lay down on the job, when 
it comes to producing eggs. 
Some of 
these have gone broody, and are un 
willing to start laying again. 
A hen 
that goes broody frequently and is 
hard to break up is a poor layer 
Route her to the soup bowl the 
quickest way. 
At this time some hens are also 
beginning to shed their feathers, the 
houses and yards all being covered 
with feathers. 
A few hens may be 
quite advanced in molt. 
It is well 
to watch the early molters very close­ 
ly, because the time of molt in the 
majority of cases is a true indication 
of their egg production capabilities. 
We can remember the time when 
in our flock of tw* thousand layers 
(this was many years ago) we made 
a practice of selling about half cr 
a thousand in 
fail of each year. 
It was of course our ambition to sell 
the poor layers. 
We concluded, like 
many people still co, that the early 
molting hen, the one that was then 
shedding feathers and wearing an en­ 
tirely new coat of feathers by August 
and September was the best layer 
because she could be laying in the 
fall and winter when eggs were hign 
in price. 
On this basis, we selected 
the earliest molters kept them and 
raised more like them for next year. 
Sine that time w v have found that 
the early molting hens nearly always 
and as a general rule are the poorest 
layers in a flock, 
it has been found 
that egg-production is very similar to 
milk-production in a dairy cow. W hat 
do we think of a cow that goes dry 
a few months after she has come 
fresh into milk? 
We consider her a 
poor milk cow just like we consider 
a hen a poor layei that stops laying 
in July and August. 
A hen stops laying and then starts 
shedding 
her 
feathers. 
In 
other 
words, when you see a hen molting 
you know she has already stopped 
laying or soon will. 
She has come 
to the end of her production, and it 
is natural for her to start molting. 
There are of course exceptions to this, 
but not very many 
The nhen that you see walking 
about the yards in July and August, 
molting in the flock, you can see that 
on our culling work many years ago 
we had the thing just turned around 
and culled out our good layers and 
sold them, saving the poor layers 
having heavy or a new- coat of feath­ 
ers. 
We wonder how many more arc 
making that mistake even at the 
present time? 
The hen, with worn and ragged 
plumage that has not started to moi', 
is hungry, active, working all day, 
and has pale and bleached shanks, a 
bright become broody, early off the 
roost in the morning and upon exam­ 
ination shows a gceat distance be­ 
tween the lay bones and the ke< I 
bone, is (fie greatest layer in the 
flock. 
The hen with a new coat, or that 
has not started to molt, is not lac­

is lazy, slow and sluggish; 
the last off the roost in the morning 
and upon examination reveals a small 
hard abdomen, with only one or two 
fingers’ space between the ends of 
the lay bones. These bones are thick 
course and rigid, such are the habits, 
actions and charac,eristics of a poor 
layer. 
She shows these in JiRy, Au­ 
gust and September more than any 
other time. 
Cull ti.ese and sell them 
in July, saving in .eed consumption 
and realizing more per pound for 
these hens than they would be worth 
later in September and October.

ATTACKS BONUS IN 
NATIONAL SENATE 
MICKIE SAYS 


The soldiers’ Bonus bill and other 
legislation involving vast increases in 
the obligations of the government 
and the taxation cf the people of the 
country were assailed in the senate 
recently by Senator Borah of Idaho 
as the cause for “criticism, dissatis­ 
faction and the loss of faith upon the 
part of the people, not only in Up­ 
country, but elsewhere.” 
In passing the tariff bill, the sol­ 
diers’ bonus, the ship subsidy bi.?, 
the Liberian loan and the bill for in­ 
creasing 
the 
number 
of 
federal 
udges, Mr. Borah charged congress 
ith violating its promise to reduce 
burdens of the people by increas 
g them instead. 
He warned against 
the ‘scheme to rebuild and regener­ 
ate a world thru taxes and debi*. 
and mortgages and bonuses and gra­ 
tuities.” 
“Language caimot tell what a peo­ 
ple will endure in the way of fiscal 
burden,” he said, “so long as they 
believe the policies obtaining are j j d 
and wise, but when they begin to 
doubt the wisdoi i of the permamert 
policies of the government, as many 
expressions come to us these days, it 
is time to look deeper than the sig­ 
nificance of a passing measure. 
“This bonus measure is but a sin­ 
gle expression of vffiat we know to 
he a deep-rooted tendency. 
It is di \- 
tinguished principally because of the 
amount involved. 
There is any num­ 
ber of measures of the same general 
nature pending before the congress 
and before the state legislatures. If 
you care to search the files of con 
gress or survey the activities of tna 
state legislatures, you will have no 
difficulty in disco\ering at once tue 
point which confronts us as a people 
“If all the measures which pr >- 
pose appropriations were passed, or 
if all the measu. es which incur in­ 
debtedness were 
passed, it would 
place a mortgage upon the brain and 
energy of the people which a thou­ 
sand years could not lift.”

Three million uollars remains un­ 
paid on last year b school term, which 
ended the spring of 1922. 
The state treasury’s general r e v e ­ 
nue fund now contains about $1,067,- 
000, or approrimutely enough to c a r­ 
ry the general expenses of the sta*o 
during the present month without 
payment of any part of the remaining 
quarter of a million dollars due on 
“state aid.” 
There is not over $300,000 in the 
available school fund, or about a 
twenty-five cent allotment on the un­ 
paid $2 balance of the scholastic ap­ 
portionment for tim 1921-22 term a1 
ready completed. 
There is hope. Tat as yet merely 
an indefinite hope, that money will 
come into the available fund before 
the new school terms starts in th**

The state’s gr^ss production, land 
and similar taxes, aside from its ad 
valorem and educational direct taxes, 
amount to only about $1,090,000 in 
three months, and the bulk of this 
tax has been paid for the past quar­ 
ter, and new coLections will not 
amount to much before August. 
The state faces about an even pros­ 
pect of going on a deficiency for its 
general expenses before September

Any ex-service man may convert 
term or war-time Insurance which is 
in force into any or as many of the 
six ofrms of permanent insurance as 
oyu desire, in multiples of $500, but 
not less than $1,000, by making an 
plication and paying the first month­ 
ly, quarterly, semi-annual, or annual 
premium in advance.

manent insurance ai your present in 
surable age, which carries a lowe. 
ratet han if you delay conversion. 
On account of your military or na­ 
val service, you enjoy a privilege ac­ 
corded to no other class of citizens 
in the United States, that of pur 
chasing life insurance backed by the 
I nited States government at abso­ 
lutely net cost. 
AU forms of government perm a­ 
nent life insurance, namely, ordinary 
life, twenty-payment and tim", pay­ 
ment life, twenty-year and thirty-year 
endowment, or endowment maturing 
at age of sixty-two years, are payable
